This church building h a d a single 
main entrance door,

into the Sunday school and lecture 
room, 
At the south end of this room 
the space east and west was equally 
divided into two smaller, class rooms 
one or w bien bad the Sabbath school 
library. 
A door from each of in esc 
rooms opened out to the soutn. 
Un tne right, of tho front, mam 
vestibule, and en the left, were stairs 
leading up into the- a u d ito riu m , a 
room of good heighth, full length of 
the building. 
Two aisles r a n to tne 
south ©nd, where was the pulpit, tne 
m inister facing to the n o r m .

aisles, was Die choir gallery, rising 
uy four or five tiers of seats,

The Academy girls occupied the west 
gallery, faced squarely to th e College 
boys, who uniformly occupied the 
east gallery. 
Of course not all the 
college fellows went to t h i s church.

Tho auditorium was 
an attractive, well arranged room. 
Dr. Glover set about getting a new 
house of worship in the beginning of 
the y ear 1 804. 
It should h ave been 
said th at he came to the ch u rch In 
184 8; remaining until his death in 
18 8 b. 
Dr. Glover, as ne said of Mr Eddy, 
" w a s indefatigable" In tho work of 
fretting a new building, and the cor­ 
ner stone war laid on the lot at the 
corner of State and 
W est streets,, 
Angust 4, 1864. 
lr was r e a d y for 
dedication on January 6, 186 7. 
Dr. 
Glover said 
of it: “ I t’s cost 
was 
about sixty thousand dollars, and ar 
to comeliness, completeness, an d all 
fitting adaptability to the ends of 
public worship, lr speaks for itself; 
nor d o e s it permit us to he vain, for 
It stands before us as a development 
of th e spirit of our fathers in that 
ja y of "mall things, fifty y ears aero, 
,vhen they set the example of doing 
what they could,” The building had 
a handsom e tower in which was a 
town d m it, and the hour- were rung 
by a bell of beautiful tone. 
'Chis building s ood 
pr tty well 
overt oward the west line of the 
lot and was largo. 
There w a s only 
a choir gallery (at the n o r th end of 
the auditorium) but the m ain room 
was so large it would seat around 
nine h undred people, without extra 
chairs.

Tile Sab '.rh school 
and lecture room was back toward 
Morgan street,

the Romanesque style of arc h ite c ­ 
ture. from designs by \Y» VY.

8. H e n r y ) ; carpenter work by Hugo 
Wilson; painting and

by Goo. VY. Graves, and th<‘ gothic 
pulpit seat by Jacob Braun.” 
It was 
one of the handsomest c h u rc h e s in 
the state, and, no doubt, Dr. Glover 
expected it to he his m o n u m e n t, as 
it was, and a very creditable one. 
But he died in 188*0, and th e church 
building burned on the evening of 
Sept. 6, 1 883, 
The 
congregation 
bought the 
present site 
of State 
Street church, and began t h e erec­ 
tion of that building. 
M eantim e Dr. 
John 
It, Sutherland was culled as 
pastor, Oct. 3, 1880, beginning his 
work December first of that year. 
He resigned June 22, 1884. 
Then a 
•merging of 
the first and 
Central 
churches was made in 1885., under 
Dr. A. B. Morey, and the State Street 
society and building was tho result 
of the union.

Di d H im a Good Turn. 
“General Grant’s must pronounced 
characteristic, 
perhaps, was 
his 
re 
ward of the friends who had stood by 
him in his early days,” said Colonel S 
A. H olm es o f S t Louis. 
“While Grant 
was doing tile best be could a fter he 
had quit the army and was dow n and 
out he w anted to get the job o f county 
purveyor of St. Louis county. 
This 
Job w a s 'in the keeping of tho three 
county judges, and Grant could get 
only one of them to vote for him, so 
ho didn't get the place. 
“After the war, when Grant 
was 
serving his first term as president, a 
delegation of Missourians visited the 
White H ouse to urge the appointment 
of a St. Louis man for collector o f in 
ternal revenue, tile most lucrative po 
Pition In the state. 
Grant listened to 
the argum ents -and looked over the 
petition presented. Then he scratched 
iris head and remarked: 
“ ‘Isn’t there aji old fellow out there 
of the nam e of Long, who used to be 
a Judge o f the county court?’ 
“N o b o d y in the delegation could re 
call lyong, but Grant told them to go 
back aud find out 
Some tim e later 
he was told that Judge Long w a s still 
living in the county, hut was not con 
spumous. 
“ ’Get up a petition for him,’ advised 
the president, ‘and I will appoint him 
Internal revenue collector.’ 
“The friends of Long lost no tim e in 
presenting the requested petition, and 
the old Judge was appointed. 
“Grant had never forgotten the favor 
done him when be was less prosper­ 
ous."—W ashington Post
